A campaign to crack down on 
“hot rod” speed boat operators was 
begun today by Chief Thomas H. 
Calnan after a series of complaints 
by enraged swimmers and other 
indignant boaters. 

Normally placid, picturesque 
lakes, both. Pontoosuc and Onota 
erupt into churning, oil-smeared 
chaldrons of confusion, smoke and 
ear-splitting noise on otherwise 
pleasant days when the “cowboys” 
come out in their “assault” boats. 

Grown men with 25-horsepower 
motorboats cut crazy circles around 
hapless canoeists, young boys reck- 
lessly pilot their over-loaded crafts 
dangerously close to nestricted 
swimming areas and even water 
skiers get into the act as they skim 
crazily close to the shore. 

Right now there are almost no 
regulations concerning operation 
of motor boats. A four-year-old 
child, a blind man or madman can 
go out for a spin. 


Vast Majority Careful 


Fartunately the vast majority 
of motor boat operators are sane, 
careful men using small or medium 
sized motors. : 

But seldom a week goes by that 
doesn’t see one or two youthful or 
wild operators in action, disturbing 
fish, fishermen, bathers and other 
boaters, 

The chief has asked the mayor 
and City Council to draft regula- 
tions'controlling the boaters. 

The state laws (Chapter 102, Sec- 
tion 15 B) state that communi- 
ties may provide for the regulation 
and enforcement of boating regula- 
tions.to see that the safety of the 
publi¢ is not endangered or that 
the boating practices are not detri- 
mental or injurious to the neigh- 
borhood or to the value of sur- 
founding property, 


Chief’s Proposals 


Chief: Calnan’s letter to the may- 
or and City Council recommends 
city regulations based on existing 
state laws that call for fines for 
operating to endanger, using mo- 
tors without proper lights after 
dark. . 

In addition, the chief, who has 
had » officers cruising Pontoosuc 
Lake for the last ‘two Sundays to 
curb reckless boaters, would like to 
see all motor boats registered and 
clearly numbered and a minimum 
age limit for operators. 

“You can be sure we'll prosecute 
anyone caught buzzing a swimmer 
or menacing anyone with a motor 
boat,’ Chief Calnan promised. 

Bathers have complained of so? 
much oil on the water that it’s im- 

ossible to swim following a day 
Of heavy boating and some have 
compared the haze of penetrating 
exhaust smoke in the air to the 
smog of a city traffie jam. 


Tough on Tiny Tots 


Park Department Superintend- | 
ent Vincent J. Hebert has a special} 
gripe against the boaters that speed 
by the city’s swimming areas. Tiny 
tots in the fenced-off wading area 
at Pontoosuc . frequently are! 
knocked off their feet by the wake 
from the motor boats, Hebertesaid. |

Two motor boats collided July 4 
at Hampton Ponds in Westfield, 
sending one man to the hospital and 
only quick action by other boaters 
averted a possible tragedy as five 
persons were fished out of the wa- 
tert . 

The waters of Pontoosuc have al- 
ready claimed one life this year 
when a power boat unexplainedly 
struck an underwater obstruction 
and flipped.

A Taste of Dictatorship

Once I remarked to a companion 
of mine as we were touring Anda- 
lucia that I was getting hungry. A 
poorly clad man whom IJ had never 
seen before drew a sandwich from 
his pocket and offered it to me!

T’S NOT HARD to understand 
| the reluctance of most high 
_school basketball players to com- 
| ply withthe rule requiring them

The truck will be called only for 
real emergencies and not minor in- 
cidents. It will be used, for example, 
when one or more persons are 
trapped in wrecks, collapsed build- 
ings or earth cave-ins. Mayor Rob- 
ert T. Capeless, CD Director W. H. 
Cooney or his aides, Chief Hebert, 
the police and fire department are 
the only persons or agencies au- 
thorized to have the truck dis- 
patched from the fire station. 


CallS for the rescue truck for 
emergencies outside the city will ‘be 
considered as Civil Defense in na- 
ture and will be referred to Chief 
Hebert or his deputies. The truck 
will also be used for scheduled drills, 
parades and public demonstrations. 
A log book will be kept, describing 
each trip the truck makes. It is 
planned to install a fire division 
two-way radio in the truck for in- 
stant communication.

The union, Callahan said, would 
like to have a different type of pen- 
sion plan, where an employe does 
not. contribute. He cited the recent 
dispute regarding a Massachusetts 
FEPC law, in which a woman was 
almost forced to retire at age 60. 
He said the law now reads that 
women can be employed to age 65, 
just as men are. 

“GE,” the union leader said, “im- 
mediately filed a bill to try to see 
if they could get women to go out 
at 60.” A lot of women have been 
kept on because of that bill, Calla- 
han said. 

“T don’t. think the pension plan at 
General Electric is the worst in the 
country, but I don’t think it’s the 
best either,’’ Callahan said. 

On the other side of the picture,.

proved an order for the appropria- |; 
tion of $3,050 for land to be used 
as a playground in the Allen Heights 
section of the city. H. J. Bridg- 
man Inc., which developed most}, 
of the Allen Heights section, ‘will |’ 
get $2,250 of that amount and the 
Hutchinson Sand & Gravel Co. 
will get $800. 

“Tf,’’ declared Council Presi- 
dent Patrick E. Callaghan, ‘‘the 
people in. the area hadn’t Been)’ 
promised such a facility many 
years ago when they bought their 
homes and if they weren’t so in- 
sistent for a playground today, I 
don’t think I would vote for this 
appropriation. The Bridgman land, 
in my opinion, isn’t worth anything 
for future home building. What’s

3+ New Streets 
And a Park 


Are Proposed 


By PHILIP C. AHERN 


A master plan for broad im- 
provement of Pittsfield’s Lakewood 
section is nearing completion. Sug- 
gestions made by representatives of 
the Lakewood Civie Association for 
changes inia preliminary neigh- 
borhood plan are being reviewed 
how by the Planning Board. 


The plan is the third of the 
Planning Board’s residential com- 
munity series, prepared as guides 
to orderly neighborhood growth. 
Previous studies have dealt with 
the Allengate-Allendale section of 
the city and the Highland Avenue 
area off Peck’s road. 


The . Lakewood neighborhood 
plan takes in the area bounded 
by Elm Street, Newell Street, East 
Street and Birch Grove Drive. The 
plan comprises a series of recom- 
mendations affecting residential ex- 
pansion, park and recreation fa- 
cilities, community centers, shop- 
ping and commercial uses, and an 
improved street plan. 


Small Subdivisions 


In analyzing the present char-| 
acteristics of the neighborhood the 
report states: 


“This area has suffered from the 


lack of an-over-all plan and the fact 


that it has been developed by a| 
Series of small, unrelated subdivi- 
sions. The area is handicapped by 
a considerable number of tax-de- 
linquent lots which have reverted 
to city ownership. Largé gravel 
pits are being developed along its 
eastern borders. It contains sub- 
Stantial farm lands and wooded 
areas and other areas which are 
Subject to floods from the East 
Branch. of the Housatonic River, 

“The area needs a plan to con- 
Serve its natural features and ad- 
vantages and to provide it with 
those public services which will 
encourage qa more efficient de- 
velopment, with adequate neigh- 
borhood facilities.’ 


1910-1920 Era 


The development of the area as 
a residential sectiqgn dates back to 
the expansion of the General Elec- 
tric Company here between 1910 
and 1920. Over that period the 
land was carved into bits and pieces 
by fly-by-night developers who 
lured buyers to the area by free 
transportation, band concerts and 
an extensive program of. “give- 
a\ ys.” Many of the streets so 
laid out have yet. to be accepted 
by the city and some exist only 
on the original layouts. 

The Lakewood plan calls for the 
extension or construction of three 
streets to provide access through- 
out the neighborhood, for the im- 
provement of several private or 
mapped streets, for street widening 
and street abandonment. _ 

To provide north-south access 
throughout the section a new street 
is recommended incorporating Ken- 
wood, Belmont, and Amherst 
Streets. Also proposed are the ex- 
tension of Longview Terrace at 
its northerly and southerly ends, 
and building of an eastern by-pass 
to begin at Elm Street between 


‘Birch Grove Drive and Lillian

Extensive legal spade-work would 
probably be required before any 
steps toward acquisition of the pond 
could be taken.

Just to complicate matters, the 
pond has apparently increased in| 
size considerably since the original | 
deed. It now covers about 11% | 
acres. 


Miss Peck informed the Lake- 
wood Sportsmen’s Club recently’ 
that she would be willing to sell 
the property for its assessed valu- 
ation, which is $500. Until the area 
is re-surveyed, however, it will 
probably be impossible to determ- 
ine how much, if any, of the shore 
line is included in this holding. 


The Lakewood Sportsmen’s Club 
decided it was not in a position to 
buy the property. The club favors 
the proposal to make the pond a 
park.
